Nixon, Congress Showdown

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
chairman of the Senate Ap­ 
propriations Com m ittee said 
today Congress may have to 
refuse administration spending 
requests 
if President Nixon 
doesn’t unfreeze nearly $13 
billion in appropriated funds. 
At issue, said Sen. Allen J. 
EUender, D-La., is whether the 
executive or legislative branch 
will 
determ ine 
spending 
priorities. 


Ellender expressed doubt a 
suit against the administration, 
as proposed by Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield, would 
solve the problem. But he said 
Congress has other alternatives 
“if it decides to get tough.” 
One possibility, he said, is “for 
the members of Congress, in­ 
dividually and as a body, to say 
‘no’ to other policies whose 
approval is being sought by the 
President. 
“ It may be that in the long run 
this will prove the most ef­ 


fective,” he added. 
Ellender said that “although 
in the past I have tried to judge 
each issue on its merits, I myself 
am being brought around slowly 
to this point of view, particularly 
in areas where it seems the 
welfare of foreigners is being 
given priority over that of our 
own people.” 


For example, he said, the 
administration impounded $12.9 
billion 
in 
domestic 
ap­ 
propriations, 
then 
asked 


Congress for an additional $732.9 
million for foreign use.

But 
there are reports Nixon may 
release some of the funds next 
month.

CORNING — While all around 
it government agencies are 
“going broke,” Corning should 
end the year with a monetary 
surplus. 
However, the city may not 
fare so well in fiscal ’71. 
According to Lillian Hagen, 
Corning city clerk, the city had 
anticipated revenue of $368,000 
when the 1970-71 fiscal year 
started July 1. 
With three months left in the 
year, she told the council she 
lacks only $15,000 to make the 
$368,000 figure. With checks 
already being written to the city, 
she predicts an easy surplus. 
She would not, however, predict 
the amount of surplus. 
The abundance of cash is due 
to increases in sales tax, animal 
tax, vehicle fines and building 
permits. 
While on building permits, the 
council read a list of permits 
issued for March that totaled 
$183,881. 
The major items were three 
four-plexes worth $90,000 and 
three residences worth a total of 
$64,000. Alterations to Pete and 
Ann Craig’s Olive Pit restaurant 
accounted for another $5,200 and 
interior 
and 
exterior 
modification to the Twin Decoy 
plant at 1575 East St. accounted 
for $10,000. 
But while the year end 
financial picture was a cloudless 
blue sky, storm warnings were 
unfurled by Councilman Morey 
Emery. 


Emery, the council’s dump 
com missioner, 
predicted 
a 
tenfold increase in the city’s 
$6,400 dump operation budget. 
The city presently operates a 
burn dump and about four per 
cent of the city’s residents 
contract with a private firm to 
haul their refuse to the dump. 
After Jan. 1, burning will be 
outlawed. 
Corning has been invited to 
join the county, Red Bluff and 
Tehama in a county-wide, 
central 
dump 
operation. 
However, Emery said there has 
been some objection to hauling 
Corning garbage to a dump 
northwest of Red Bluff. 
C. A. Stromsness, Corning city 
attorney and mayor of Tehama, 
said it would make no difference 
in cost whether trash was hauled 
one mile or the 23 from Corning. 
All residents would pay the 
same rate based on the service. 
Stromsness added the cost 
would not be set on assessed 
valuation. 
Emery said the city is waiting 
for the county to give it a cost 
estimate. The wait, Emery said, 
is holding up the budget since he 
feels it is dangerous to budget 
only $6,400 for dump operations. 
Larry Coleman, county road 
commissioner 
and 
dump 
master, estimates operation on 
a cut and fill dump for the first 
year between $65,000 
and 
$100,000. 
In spite of the dour financial 
predicam ent of the dump, 
Corning city employes can 


anticipate a five per cent cost-of- 
living 
increase 
in 
their 
paychecks. 
Department heads were told 
last night they could add five per 
cent to the 1970-71 salary 
structures in figuring the 1971-72 
budget. 
None of the budgets were 
presented on the due date, last 
night. However, Vern Flournoy, 
city public works commissioner, 
did have one request. 
Flournoy asked to trade in a 
20-year-old pick-up truck toward 
a new model. He estimates cost 
of the new truck at $3,000, “less 
trade,” he added. The 1951 GMC 
truck is considered to be in top 
condition for its age. 
Flournoy also mentioned he is 
looking for a good, used street 
sweeper for about $5,000. 
Emery explained briefly what 
Stromsness called a ‘“socialistic 
scheme” to fellow councilmen. 
The “scheme” is setting up of 
a housing authority. 
According to Emery, either 
the city or county could operate 
a housing authority where 
government funds provide up to 
60 per cent of an occupant’s rent. 
He said money is available to 
renovate existing structures or 
build new units, although he said 
he “can’t see the advantage” of 
a housing authority. 
The 
authority 
is 
being 
promoted on the county level as 
a means to stim ulate the 
county’s 
economy 
with 
a 
federally subsidized building 
boom. 


Aero-Custom Chosen To Operate Airport

Aero-Custom was the choice of 
the Red Bluff Airport Com­ 
mission last night to run the 
city’s airport. 


The Red Bluff City Council 
will be asked to approve the 
choice at the council’s 7:30 
meeting tonight. 


Aero-Custom, owned by Jack 
Holcomb, 1965 Airport Blvd., 
Red Bluff, was the commissions’ 
choice from a nine-applicant 
field of potential fixed base 
operators. 
The commission also sent to 


the council for its approval a 
recommendation to allow the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Ad­ 
ministration to move a 20-by-48 
foot building from the radar 
base west of the city to the 
airport. The building is to be 
used as storage, according to 
Herb Nelson, city manager. 
The 
only 
other 
action 
scheduled on tonight’s city 
council session is adopting an 
ordinance establishing a five- 
m em ber airport com m ission 
and defining the rules of the 
airport. 
Changeover At City Marina 


Red Bluff’s Recreation and 
Parks Commission last night 
voted unanimously to recom­ 
mend to the city council that 
Loyd E. Smith take over 
operation of the city’s marina. 
The 
com m ission 
also 
recom m ended priorities for 
capital outlay items totalling 
$25,700, heard a report from 
John Suhr, director of parks and 
recreation on progress at Dog 
Island, and on plans for summer 
recreation. 
Smith, who operates a boat 
repair shop behind the Bank of 
America building and a marina 
on the east bank of the river, is 


taking over operation of the city 
m arina 
from 
FADS 
of 
California, a firm represented 
here by Floyd Gee. 
Smith told the commission 
last night that he plans to carry 
on all new equipment sales at 
the 
city 
m arina 
— 
“ and 
everything we can handle 
there.” He explained there is no 
room there for repairs, which he 
will take care of in his present 
shop, and that the east bank 
marina will be retained for 
storage. 
Actual operation of the city 
marina will be entrusted to 
Chuck Harter, who, it was ex­ 


plained, will conduct it as a 
separate business. At H arter’s 
request, the commission voted 
to recommend he be permitted 
to sell beer in six-packs only for 
provisioning fishing trips. 
The commission approved 
these priorities for capital 
outlay: Swimming pool filter, 
$1,000, first; 
then in order, 
Jackson Heights baseball field 
lighting, $10,000; river park and 


pool lighting, $3,500; bleachers 
for Jackson Heights, $1,000; 
park development on the bank 
near Dog Island, $2,000; airport 
park, $5,000; curb and gutter at 
the river park, $2,200; and, in 
eighth place, additional street 
trees, $1,000.

pected to arrive Thursday, Suhr

Proposal To Allocate 
Funds To Aid Local 
Law Enforcement 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
Congressman Harold T. “Bizz” 
Johnson has urged the U. S. 
House of Representatives to 
come to the aid of local county 
government hard pressed to 
meet law enforcement costs in 
areas abounding with National 
Forests. 


In an appearance before the 
House Forests Subcommittee, 
the veteran California legislator 
urged favorable consideration of 
his proposal to authorize the 
Secretary of Agriculture, ad­ 
m inistrator of the National 
Forests, to cooperate with local 
law enforcement, including 
reim bursem ent for law en­ 
forcement activities. 


“Congress finds further that 
crime is essentially a local 
p ro b lem ,” 
C ongressm an 
Johnson 
quoted 
recently 
enacted Public Law 90-351, 
adding his bill would not in­ 
terfere with these rights of local 
jurisdiction, but it “would give 
the state and local law en­ 
forcement agencies the funds 
they desperately need to provide 
the service and protection the 
public should have on National 
Forests.” 


Herbert J. Young, chairman

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A Deep-Rooted Idea 


A n idea seems to be lodged firm ly in the Am erican con­ 
sciousness that war brings prosperity. The idea is largely false, but 
it is h a rd to eradicate. We are thrown off the track because wars 
have brought genuine prosperity for som e people, because the 
em ploym ent percentage has been high, because values have gone 
up. a n d credit has been easy. 


F o r the nation as a whole, and in the long run, however, war 
never brings prosperity. For true prosperity can be m easured only 
in the distribution of consum er goods. People are prosperous only 
w hen they have a large m easure of those things that they w ant and 
enjoy most. It seems obvious that having a large part of the 
nation’s work force fighting a war, another large part making 
m a terial which is consum ed by the w ar cannot be expected to bring 
true prosperity. Even w hat individual prosperity there is depends 
upon borrowing from the future — on w ar debts that m ust be paid 
and paid over again in interest. 


T h e one thing that w ar does do in the direction of prosperity is 
to sp u r large-scale employm ent. But in the case of w ar the benefits 
of large-scale employment are offset by scarcity of goods and high 
prices. It would be even worse were it not for the great num bers of 
service men who are getting only a sm all share of w hat is 
produced. 


It is large-scale em ployment, not w ar in itself, which m akes for 
prosperity. And large-scale employment for turning out consumer 
goods works both w ays — provides the nation’s people with money 
to buy with, and goods to buy. To reso rt to war to achieve high 
em ploym ent is worse than burning the house down to get roast 
pork. It’s not only a w asteful way of doing the job. It doesn’t do it as 
well. 


Obviously, to keep employment high, and to increase it, the 
task before the nation is to redirect the w ar production efforts into 
peace production, a changeover which a lot of our leaders look on 
w ith apprehension. California Senator Alan Cranston, though, 
d o esn’t see it as an insurmountable task. 


“ T h e re ’s no big secret in how to redirect Am erican Arms 
production into dom estic channels,” he declared in a recent panel 
discussion. “All you need to do is make the switch profitable.” 


I t ’s Cranston’s idea that money directed to promoting housing, 
h ealth , mass transit, and pollution control can take the place of 
m oney directed to far-away wars, missiles and financing dic­ 
ta to ria l foreign governments. If he is right, and his words are 
heeded, our country will be a lot more prosperous than it is. 


Would Cut The Ph. D. Supply 


University of California P resident Charles J. Hitch has 
suggested cuts in enrollm ent as one possible answer to the over­ 
supply of Ph. D’s. He cited a U. S. Office of Education forecast that 
80,000 Ph. D’s will be awarded by Am erican universities in 1980, 
com pared with 25,000 last year. 


Another study has shown that 30 p er cent more doctorates than 
the country can use a re being produced and the trend is worsening, 
he sa id in a talk to a planning executives institute.

WASHINGTON - Attorney 
G eneral John Mitchell plans to 
step down from the cabinet, 
probably in the fall, to take 
charge of President Nixon’s 1972 
cam paign. 
Intim ates say Mitchell will 
return to his former law firm, 
M udge, Rose, G uthrie and 
Alexander, with offices at 1701 
Pennsylvania Avenue across the 
street from the White House 
until the President is ready to 
announce his candidacy. 
Another key m em ber of the 
P re s id e n t’s 
political 
team , 
M urray Chotiner, has already 
left the White House to take up 
offices at 1701 Pennsylvania 
Avenue with the Reeves and 
H arrison law firm one floor 
directly above the Mudge, Rose 
offices. 
Mitchell will run the cam ­ 
paign from behind the scenes, 
say intim ates, with authority 
over Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., 
the 
R epublican 
N ational 
Chairm an. 
The Attorney General, who is 
beginning 
to 
enjoy 
the 
ac­ 
coutrem ents of high office, is 
reluctant to leave the cabinet. 
He has discussed the possibility 
of keeping his position and 
running the campaign out of the 
Ju stic e 
D epartm ent. 
As 
a 
precedent, he cited evidence 
that the late Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy intended to 
play both roles in the 1964 
cam paign if his brother had 
lived. 
But Mitchell already has been 
accu sed 
by 
D em ocrats 
of 
mixing politics with justice. 
After he took over the Justice 
D ep artm en t, 
he 
ordered 
c rim in al 
investigations 
of 
several prominent Democrats 


for 
alleged 
election 
irregularities but showed little 
interest 
in 
investigating 
Republicans for the sam e of­ 
fenses. 
Under Mitchell, the Justice 
Departm ent has obtained in­ 
dictments against 
such 
big- 
name Democrats as M aryland’s 
ex-Sen. Dan Brewster and San 
F ra n c isc o ’s 
M ayor 
Joseph 
Alioto. 
But Mitchell has shown a 
strange reluctance to prosecute 
such prominent Republicans as 
West V irginia’s Gov. Arch 
Moore, who was caught short­ 
changing 
the 
governm ent 
$131,000 in taxes over a five-year 
period; T exas C ongressm an 
Jam es Collins, who collected at 
least $15,000 in illegal kickbacks 
from his employes as a slush 
fund to help pay office expenses; 
and Alabama Congressman Bill 
D ickinson, who accepted a 
$1,000 check from Spears Ser­ 
vice, Inc., and later intervened 
with the Army to get a million- 
dollar contract for the company. 
For the sake of public con­ 
fidence, therefore, Mitchell has 
agreed that he should give up 
the Attorney Generalship while 
he plunges into 
presidential 
politics. 


FREE PLANE TICKETS 
Rep. Thad Dulski, D-N.Y., 
veteran chairm an of the House 
Post Office C om m ittee, ac­ 
cepted free plane tickets from 
the Flying Tiger Line for a 12- 
day E aster trip to Tokyo. Then 
the last minute, he cancelled the 
trip because of a badly infected 
throat. 
This spared him from a 
serious conflict of interest. For 
the airline, heavily dependent 
upon airm ail contracts, has a 


vested interest in keeping the 
House Post Office Chairman 
happy. 
Dulski had planned to take his 
com m ittee 
counsel, 
John 
Martiny, along with him. The 
official purpose of the trip was to 
attend an awards 
ceremony 
sponsored by the Air Transport 
Association, whose members do 
a big business with the Post 
Office. 
The State Department, in­ 
formed of the trip, alerted its 
offices along the way to bow and 
scrape for Dulski. ‘‘Please meet 
and render every assistance and 
courtesy,” said a 
‘‘priority” 
m essage, 
adding 
un­ 
d erstandably: “ News m edia 
coverage not desired.” 
Dulski had also intended to 
visit Hong Kong, Taipei and 
Saigon, ostensibly to inspect 
mail facilities, at the taxpayers’ 
expense. But his doctors advised 
him to ‘‘take it easy,” and the 
trip was called off.

attem pt to repulse enemy at­ 
tacks while m anning m ortars in 
heroin induced stupors.” 
The M anhattan D em ocrat, 
citing his own city, said ‘‘strung 
o u t” V ietnam veteran s are 


turning up increasingly at 
Bellevue Hospital or in police 
stations under arrest for drug- 
related crimes. He urged Laird 
to support his 
bill to give 
m ilitary 
ad d icts 
physical 
disability discharges on con­ 
dition they accept civil com­ 
m itments.

On The Right 
Half Satisfied With N ixon’s Speech

I 
approached 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
speech last week with high 
expectations, and as the saying 
goes, I was half satisfied. I will 
settle for that. 
I had hoped that, finally, the 
President would declare that 
h enceforw ard no A m erican 
conscript would be 
sent 
to 
com bat duty in Vietnam, except 
as a volunteer. Shortly after the 
speech 
I 
inquired 
why 
the 
President had not m ade such a 
declaration, and was advised by 
a Pentagon official that “the 
arithm etic doesn’t check out.” 


I did not press him, but I 
nevertheless find it inexplicable 
that with a regular arm ed force 
in excess of two million men, to 
which 
we might 
add 
those 
conscripts who believe in the 
Vietnam War, we cannot come 
up 
w ith 
the 
150,000 
men 
nowadays exposed to combat 
duty in Vietnam. We have less 
than 300,000 men there, and the 
rough estim ate is that sixty per 
cent of them are exposed to 
combat. 


Why do we need a national 
draft, in a country of two hun­ 
dred million people, in order to 
come up with 
150,000 com­ 
batants, who in any case will be 
reduced by approximately five 
per cent per month during the

next period? The tem per of the 
country has recently 
turned 
against the Vietnam war. But 
th ere are still 
those who 
profoundly 
believe 
in 
the 
American mission there. Surely, 
from the loins of these, the few 
thousand 
volunteers 
would 
issue, as necessary (if at all), to 
supplement the regular armed 
force whose job it is to engage in 
routine military enterprises as 
prescribed by the commander- 
in-chief, in pursuit of American 
security? 
Surely 
som ebody 
in 
the 
Executive apparatus ought to 
explain why “ the arithmetic 
doesn’t check out.” Why is the 
explanation so abstruse? The 
effort is surely worth making, 
because the 
presumption in 
America is that non-volunteers 
ought not to be used except in 
cases of a national emergency. 


Why is it a national emergency 
to keep 150,000 men in combat- 
ready 
situations 
in 
South 
Vietnam, with the casualty rate 
reduced to one-fifth of what it 
was when Mr. Nixon took office? 


It surpasses the understanding 
why 
the P resid en t 
d o e s n ’ t 
consider the su b ject worth 
explaining, and one wonders 
w hether he is insufficiently 
aw are of the m eaning it would 
have to the m orale of the 


country if he were to declare 
that henceforward no American 
would risk injury in Vietnam 
who did not go there voluntarily, 
or professionally. 


But, then, the disappointment 
apart, the balance of the speech 
was profoundly satisfying. It is 
most often said about Mr. Nixon 
that he is a political opportunist. 
When Lyndon Johnson affirmed 
and reaffirmed the necessity of 
following through with our 
commitments in Vietnam he had 
the satisfaction of knowing that 
the overwhelming majority of 
the American people agreed 
with him, even if, towards the 
end, the Democratic vote was 
alm ost evenly divided. Mr. 
Nixon, when he spoke last week, 
had seen polls that suggest that 
tw o-thirds of the A m erican 
people desire ardently a date, 
preferably before the end of this 
calendar year, when we will be 
out of Vietnam altogether. It is 
in the teeth of this popular 
cu rren t th at the P resident 
spoke, simply, firmly, declining 
to Dend under the pressure. 


If Mr. Nixon were the op­ 
portunist he is accused of being, 
how easy it would have been to 
announce 
the 
end 
of 
the 
American presence in Vietnam, 
not 
later 
than, 
say, 
next 
Christmas. Oh, how very many 


volunteers h e ’d have found 
among his associates who’d 
have composed him a speech 
logically 
and 
m orally 
irresistible, except perhaps to 
those who reason grimly for­ 
w ard to the strateg ic con­ 
sequences of an unthinking 
withdrawal. 
Instead, Mr. Nixon simply 
said: we were right to begin 
with, we are right now not to 
panic, it would be a mistake to 
hand over to the enemy a 
unilateral commitment which 
could only have the effect of 
strengthening their resolution. 
It is not necessary to parade yet 
again the reasons why it was 
strategically correct to help the 
Vietnamese, in order to isolate 
the deed of Richard Nixon. The 
minority are very few who 
would have turned against him 
if he had said: Vietnamization is 
complete, and now we are with­ 
drawing. He’d have pleased the 
huge majority, hugely, and he is 
cunning enough to devise suf­ 
ficient explanations in the event 
that the situation in Vietnam 
turned sour. 
One w onders 
whether some of Mr. Nixon’s 
m ost 
p ersisten t 
critics, 
whatever they may think about 
his 
decision, 
will 
adm it, 
however grudgingly, to his 
having acted bravely, con­ 
scientiously; admirably. 


U.S. Dollars Spilling Into West Germany

When the U. S. economy is 
forced to take a 
fiscal or 
monetary tonic for whatever 
ails it, the rest of the trading 
world is likely to break out in 
hives or something worse. 
Right now the United States is 
taking a tonic: E asier money is 
being used in an attem pt to 
reinvigorate an economy that 
slipped into recession, marked 
by unemployment, unused in­ 


d u strial 
cap acity , 
sluggish 
sales, poor corporate profits. 
Reflecting that policy, interest 
rates in the United States have 
dropped all across the line in 
recent months. But in some 
foreign countries which are still 
fighting inflation, particularly 
Germany, interest rates remain 
higher. 
And 
so, 
predictably, 
American dollars have spilled 
by the hundreds of millions into 
foreign banks, notably those of 


Germany. 
Such influxes can alm ost 
destroy the monetary policies of 
such sm aller nations, because 
those dollars then circu late 
domestically and add to the 
problem of inflation. 


Germany alone holds 
12.5 
billions of dollars and billions 
more exist in other foreign 
central banks. They can hardly 
be blamed for toying with the 
notion of redeem ing 
those 
dollars.

the m arket, severe allergic re­ 
actions of the skin have been 
found, to a surprising degree, 
in both the U nited S tates and 
G reat B ritain. 
Furtherm ore, those involved 
in the production of these de­ 
tergents 
developed 
chronic, 
disabling respiratory diseases. 
This, of course, suggests pos­ 
sible hazards to those who use 
these products. 
One of the w orld’s m ost fa­ 
mous bacteriologists, Dr. R en e 
Dubos, w arned th a t these en­ 
zym es m ight dam age the red 
blood cells of the body. 
Moreover, there is evidence 
th a t enzymes, w hen inhaled, 
represent a th re a t to health. 
U ntil this is disproved, their 
use 
should 
be 
discouraged. 
Pressure has already influ­ 
enced some m anufacturers to 
discontinue the use of enzymes 
in detergents. 
Keep in mind th a t your own 
dentist should be 
consulted 
about the use of any tooth­ 
paste th a t contains enzymes 
or any other unusual ingredi­ 
ents.
